Lang] is reported to replace the illegitimate nameQ Cephalotaxus lanceolata K. M. Fen@ 1975]] which is a later 
homonym of the name Cephalotaxus lanceolata Hort. ex Bei(3nei] 1901]. Additionally!] based on comparison of 
leaf morphology and holotypes between Cephalotaxus fortunei Flooker and C. lanceolata K. M. Feng] we support 
that C. lanceolata K. M. Feng should be treated as rank of species]] and disagreed with the argument that Silba 
Q 1990[] reduced C. lanceolata K. M. Feng to C. fortunei Hooker var. lanceolate^ ] FengO Silba. In this paper] 
four new pictures are provided. 
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Cephalotaxus lanceolata K. M. FenjP 1D is char¬ 
acterized by lanceolate leaves with rounded base] and 
can be distinguished from Cephalotaxus fortunei Hook- 
eiQ' fortuni' 00 1850 0 011 the basis of its wider] 
thinner needles with sharper acute apices. Since it 
published] this species had been recognized by taxon- 
omistS 2_9D ]and SilbJ 10[] treated C. lanceolata K. M. 
Feng as the variety of C. fortunei Hooker] i. e. Ceph¬ 
alotaxus fortunei Hooker var. lanceolata ] Feng] 
Silba. 


Unfortunately] under Art. 53. 1 and Art. 45. 3 
of International Code of Botanical Nomenclature 1 r ] 
C. lanceolata K. M. Feng is an illegitimate name] a 
later homonym of the name Cephalotaxus lanceolata 
Hort. ex Bei(3neP 12_14D . Therefore] C. lanceolata K. 
M. Feng] 1975] needs to be renamed because no 
other legitimate epithet is available from a name that 
has priority at this rank. Additionally] based on the 
comparison of leaf morphology having been collected 
from Gongshan and Honghe County] Yunnan Prov- 
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inceO ChinaQ and the comparison of holotypes be¬ 
tween C.fortunei HookeiO Fig. 2Q4[] and C. lanceola¬ 
ta K. M. FengO Fig. lQ3[][]we support C. lanceolata 
K. M. Feng should be treated as the rank of speciesO 
and disagreed with the argument that SilbaQ 1990 0 
reduced C. lanceolata K. M. Feng to C. fortunei 
ffooker var. lanceolate Feng[] SilbaO because it has 
lanceolate leaves with rounded bases unlike C. fortu-

5D cited C. lanceolata K. M. Feng’ 
as' C. lanceolata K. M. Feng ex Cheng et L. K. 
Fu' in Flora Yunnanica. The above quotations were 
incorrect forms which should be corrected as' C. lan¬ 
ceolata K. M. Feng in W. C. Cheng et al. ' . 
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
